The majority of far¬ 
mers adjacent to the line are apply¬ 
ing for connection and it is anticipat¬ 
ed that ere winter comes the farm 
homes and buildings, as well as towns 
and villages, will he electrified with 
hydro power. The wire u>rew left 
High River Saturday morning and 
have progressed about six miles south, 
and from now on the work win be 
pushed forward with greater rapidity. 

The weather for the last -week was 
very favorable. Last Sunday was the 
hottest day of the year and up to the 
following Tuesday the weather was 
somewhat cooler and on this morning 
a/quiet steady rain started which last¬ 
ed until the evening and provided an 
abundance of more moisture. It came 
in the nick of time when the wheat i 
seeding was fairly completed and al-l 
ready the grain is responding to its 
effect. The indications are now clear¬ 
ing and warmer when it is certain 
that the germination and growth will 
be unusually fast. Oats are now go¬ 
ing in the ground with an added acre- 
I age of wheat prompted by the excel -1 
lent soil conditions prevailing. The 
wheat is well up in many places and it 
is not feared now that any further 
drifting of soil "will occur, with the 
late soaking the land has received.

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When Bank, of Montreal Tokens 
Wer§ Used For. Small Change 

F OUNDED before Canada had any currency of its own, the Bank of 
Montreal in the early part of the Nineteenth Century obtained authori¬ 
zation from the British Government to issue copper tokens for small change. 

Reproduced herewith are the two sides of the one-penny token 
of 1838 and of a "habitant” token of 1837. The obverse of 
the former shows a picture of the building used by the Bank 
of Montreal at that time, the obverse of the latter a typical 
farmer of Lower Canada, now Quebec. The reverse of both 
coins is the same, showing the arms of the city of Montreal. 

Throughout its long history, the Bank of Montreal has always been 
active in serving the financial needs of the people of Canada, 
steadily extending its service as the need and opportunity for it arose.

TEMPERANCE 

Bishop Fallon of London, speaking 
at a confirmation service recently,! 
made a strong appeal to the peopie of 
his diocese to observe the new; tem¬ 
perance law soon to come into force in 
the province of Ontario. His Lord- 
ship said that the old prohibition law- 
had disgusted the people because of 
the fact that it -had not been properly 
enforced. Thesuccess of any law de¬ 
pends upon the attitude which the 
people in the mass adopt towards it. 
No matter what law comes into force 
in Ontario to succeed prohibition, such 
a law will meet with a measure of sue 
cess equal, and only equal, to the 
measure of respect which it will com¬ 
mand in the majority of the people 
Prohibition proved a faiKire because 
it did not, indeed could not, engender 
respect. Prohibition could not be en¬ 
forced because as a legislation it war 
abhorrent to the people. The very 
word prohibition with its notion of 
compulsion and coercion is abnoxiour 
to a free and democratic peopjjy. 'fIn¬ 
artificial restraints of law which leave 
out of reckoning the will must ever 
end in failure. Every law in itself 
must make its appeal. It must be 
sane, and if it has restraints it must 
be apparent to the subjects of the 
state that such restraints are to their 
own and the state’s interest. There 
must be a dispassionate consideration 
of the evils which call for such a law. 
In the case of liquor legislation 
whatever from it takes, from press, 
pulpit and platform, must be taught 
the evils of drink. In our age of sup¬ 
erficial thinking, especially among the 
young, there is not a real understand¬ 
ing of the perils which lie in the way 
of those who are developing the drink 
habit. How few- among the" smart 
young flask set to whom it ever oc¬ 
curs that whisky is going to Kill all 
. that is finest and best in their nature, 
going to coarsen their affections and 
drag them down to the level of thf 
beasts. How few of such renec* upon 
the moral blindness which their drink 
ing will inevitably brihg. Our hope 
for success of liquor legislation hinges 
onjgTproper realization By the young of 
thfe country of drink's possibilities of 
evil and of our whole people’s recog¬ 
nition that we, each onh, aro our bro¬ 
ther’s keepe r.—Western ^C atholic. 

FREE PUBLIC ITY

Blessed is the day, 
and rare indeed, when in each anu ev¬ 
ery newspaper office, weekly or daily, 
there are not several requests for sup¬ 
port, for this struggling organization 
or that million dollar enterprise, etc., 
etc. It is not a rash statement, but 
one that is only too true, that each 
week, and often each day, enough re¬ 
quests for free boosts are received to 
occupy at least half the space the har¬ 
assed editor has allotted to him in the 
forthcoming issue. If any editor were 
to comply with all the requests made 
upon him for the space desired, tno 
paper would be compelled to suspend 
publication within the year. It would 
be throttled, because there would not 
be money enough in the cash drawer, 
or the editor’s pocket, to pay the prin 
ter’s devil his weekly wage, even if 
all others gave their services as fine¬ 
ly as the editor gave space in his pa¬ 
per.—The Vernon News. 


Our attention has been called to an 
editorial in a recent issue of the Ed¬ 
monton Journal regarding tennis as a 
game for boys. In part it states: 

“A generation ago it was regarded 
with something like contempt as "a 
game only fitted as a mild accompani¬ 
ment to afternoon tea parties, at 
which the local curate disported him¬ 
self decorously with the younger mem 
bers of his church workers. The moiL 
ern tennis players, Tilden, Johnson, 
Lacoste, and the dramatic, -tempera¬ 
mental, brilliantly efficient Mile. Le- 
glen have quite changed the charac¬ 
ter of the game and the public atti¬ 
tude towards it. It is now recognized 
as one of the fastest games played, 
calling for not only skill but edur- 
ance on a high scale if outstanding 
success is to be attained.” 

It also states that while the^ game 
calls for unbounded energy, a sound 
wind, good eye, judgment and con¬ 
trol, the element of risk beyond an 
occasional black eye or bleeding nose 
is lacking, and gives the reason of an 
old sportsman in opposing the game 
for boys as follows: 

“Football, baseball, and cricket, all 
involve certain varying risks of physi¬ 
cal injury, the facing of which has a 
moral value in it, which is of real ser¬ 
vice. The boys who can stand up to 
such risks, and take the hard knocks 
without flinching and without show¬ 
ing signs of temper are gaining some¬ 
thing of self-control and courage, 
which they cannot get ut tennis and 
games like it.” 

And while we will not disagree wrth 
the old sportsman in upholding the 
games in which the player takes a 
chance, yet there are other things 
which must be considered, and aside 
from the lack of risk, tennis seems to 
be all that can be desired. 

Tennis calls into action more mus¬ 
cles than any of the other games men 
tioned, and is a faster game in every 
respect. There is no limit to the 
speed and it can be enjoyed by the no¬ 
vice or the veteran. Fast tennis 
makes probably as large demands on 
one’s physical endurance as does foot- 
balLjn its different forms, and larger 
than \lo baseball and cricket.' As 
there is no limit to the speed, there is 
also no limit to the science and skill 
which can be acquired. It can be en¬ 
joyed as a game for many years, but 
one cannot become a skillful player 
unless they start very young. 

In view of the many things which 
can be said in favor of tennis, it 
would appear to be a suitable game 
for all—boys, girls, men and women. 

DID YOU EVER STOP TO THINK 

R. W. Angus, vice president and 
editor of the Chatham, Ontario, Daily 
News, says:

If the busi¬ 
ness is not run upon a sound financial* 
basis, you increase your capital in¬ 
vestment by paying more taxes. 

The best way to keep taxes down, is 
to promote local prosperity through 
co-operation with your partners in 
that civic business. If you buy out of 
town, the local merchant has greater 
difficulty in making his private busi¬ 
ness pay, and he has more trouble in 
meeting his taxes. When he fails to 
pay, the other partners in the civic 
business have to,make up the deficit. 
You pay more taxes. 

So, through buying at home, you 
are helping to reduce your own taxes. 


FOR THE FULLER LIFE 

Interest in physical education is 
growing. Everywhere physical cul¬ 
ture colleges and so-called life exten¬ 
sion institutes are springing up. All 
will agree that this attention to hy¬ 
giene and physical training is an ex¬ 
cellent thing. But it seems odd that 
so many should lay stress on physical 
culture merely as a means of prolong¬ 
ing life. The value of physical educa¬ 
tion in extending life is, after all, on- 
lji. incidental. Its real merit is in mak¬ 
ing life worth living. A general ex¬ 
tension of the period of life is of in¬ 
terest mainly to the actuary. More 
appealing to the average man or wo¬ 
man is the new zest in life that comes 
from physical training and health cul¬ 
ture. It is less the desire to live 
longer than to live more fully that is 
increasing the ranks of the physical 
culturists. A hearty appetite, a per¬ 
fect digestion, a 100 per cent efficient 
liver, a clear brain and a general phy¬ 
sical exhilaration—given these as the 
reward of physical culture, no one 
worries much about the problem of 
life extension. 

Commenting upon the change of 
the old signs, “Kepp off the grass,” 
for others reading, “Citizens, take 
care of your own property,’’ an ex¬ 
change - remarks that, “when it gets 
into the 'system of a citizen that the 
parks belong to him in common with 
all other citizens, his patriotic pride 
is awakened, his personal interest Is 
accelerated, and he no longer growlsl 
about the part of his tax which goos 
to the proper care of parks.” 

“The habit of criticism grows upon 
us because criticism is the easiest 
thing in the world. It does not take 
a thimbleful of brains to find fault 
and the biggest num-skull in the 
world can find fault with the greatest 
man in the world. We flatter ourselves 
that criticism is a sign of superior in¬ 
telligence. It is not. It is usually a 
sign of bad manners, lack of self-re¬ 
straint, and of entire ignorance of 
psychology.”—Winchester Press:

FORESTS PREVENT FLOODS 

Various are the causes blamed for 
the Mississippi flood. One is the de¬ 
struction of the forests. A writer to 
an American paper declares that the 
flood is teaching a terrible Forest 
Week lesson to the inhabitants of the 
inundated areas. He goes to show 
that from the streams of the national 
forests over 700 western cities and 
towns, having an aggregate popula¬ 
tion of nearly 2,500,000, obtain their 
water supply. The forests include 
1266 irrigated projects and 325 water 
power plants, as well as many other 
power and irrigation enterprises 
which depend on the government tim- 
berlands for water conservation, anil 
the regulation of rainwater run-off 
and Stream flow. Forests are said to 
be necessary at the head of streams 
for interrupting the force of the rain¬ 
drops and absorbing the fall on the 
forest floor. The forests act as spong 
es. When the land is clear the heavy- 
rains flow off in impetuous streams 
without hindrance or diversion. The 
gathering welter of raindrops soon 
make up a flood, which added to the 
regular river flow brings the water 
level suddenly and at one time above 
the natural banks, with the results as 
seen in the Mississippi. Whether one 
may agree with this explaiWion of 
the floods in the Mississippi \r not, 
the fact remains indisputable\that 
forests do act as conservers ortnw.. 
nourishing rain. To regulate and dis¬ 
tribute rain was evidently one of the 
original and eternal functions of 
trees. They are like pillared screens 
and reticulated sponges for the over¬ 
whelming downpours of heaven. 
When the trees disappear, rivers 
break their banks and the land is in¬ 
undated.—Exchange.

W. D. LINEHAM DEAD 

Was Well Known Pioneer, wflh 39 
Years Residence in Alberta 

William Donald Unchain, one of; 
the best known old-timers of Alberta, 

| died at his home in Okotoks, on Sun - 1 
day morning, following an illness of 
; seven month’s duration. He was fill 
years of age and was horn at Elms, 
Perth County, Ontario: He had re - 1 
j sided in the Calgary qml Okotoks dis¬ 
tricts for the past 39 years and was 
highly respected by all with whom lie 1 
came in contact. For many years lie 
was associated with brother, the late 
John Lineham, M.L.A., in the Umber 
M'lswess.'at Okotoks. They-establish-; 
id ;t mill there in the early days and 
floated the logs down Fish creek from 
the mountains. This industry flour-j 
ished well for many years, but he lit¬ 
ter went into the cattle business. 

The deceased brother, the late Jjflin 
Lineham, was one of the pioneers in 
the development of the oil industry in 
Alberta, having drilled one of the first 
oil wells of the province, southwest of 
Pincher Creek, 30 years ago.

The sugar beet crop this year will 
exceed that of 1926 by 1,000 acres or 
.rpore, says T. George Wood, District 
Manager of the Canadian Sugar Fac- 
tories, Limited, hack from a Business 
trip to Calgary and Edmonton. The 
acreage last year was 6,600. The su¬ 
gar attracted a good deal of atten-, 
tion at the recent “Made-in-Alberta” 
exhibition in Calgary.'

C. P. R. CROP REPORT 

Except for heavy r’Uins over East¬ 
ern Manitoba on thirteenth and light 
Showers in scattered districts of the 
three provinces, weather since Tues¬ 
day last has been favorable for car¬ 
rying on of spring operations. Sub¬ 
stantial progress was made with seed 
ing and amount of work accomplished 
is surprising in view of fact that 
heavy general rains of previous week 
end threatened a complete suspension 
of activities for several (fays. Delay¬ 
ed seeding will likely result in some¬ 
what decreased wheat acreage. On 
the other hand moisture conditions 
are . unusually favorable and farm 
help is plentiful everywhere, and with 
this combination it would appear reas¬ 
onably certain that farmers will put 
in all the wheat acreage that they can 
safely do so. A continuance of warm 
dry weather for balance of May is 
needed all over "West, and if this is 
assured seeding will be rapidly com¬ 
pleted. Wet weather this spring has 
greatly improved outlook for a good 
hay crop, which is very necessary this 
year as in most districts there is 
scarcely a ton to be had. Prairie grass 
coming along nicely and will attord 
great relief to livestock. Farmers are 
on the land everywhere and a week or 
so of good weather will see wheat seed 
ing finished except, of course in ex-1 
cessively wet areas. Conditions 
throughout province are very Irregu- 
• lar in respect of amount of seeding 
done. From Edmonton extencilng 
East to Saskatchewan boundary and 
south as far as Red Deer, twenty-five 
to thirty-five per cent of wheat seeiT- 1 
ing is finished. Red Deer south to 
Lethbridge about sixty per cent seed¬ 
ed. East of Taber very little worK is 
done yet as the land is quite wet. 
More moisture over whole of Alberta 
than in previous year of this time. 
Likely to be much more stubbling in 
than usual on account of late season 
and wheat acreage except in some 
Southern Alberta districts, will likely 
be somewhat reduced. 

ANOTHERINDUSTRY 

High River was visited recently by 
Thomas II. Walsh, independent pro¬ 
ducer and Neil Hart, the well known 
western film star, who was formerly 
associated with the Universal Com¬ 
pany. They came here with Mr. Guy 
Weadick and were guests of the Board 
of Trade at their regular luncheon. 
Mr. Walsh who is a native born Aus¬ 
tralian and Mr. Hart are in Alberta 
at present looking over possible sites 
upon which to establish a studio ranch 
The camera laboratories and indoor 
shots -will be made in this province, 
in fact a permanent branch of the in¬ 
dustry will be established here. Mr. 
Weadick in introducing them said it 
was the purpose of these men to pro¬ 
duce western pictures and they would 
use the atmosphere of the province to 
the fullest advantage. This move has 
been brought about because of the 
quota law passed restricting to a de¬ 
gree, the showing of films in Great 
Britain to British made films, and, ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Walsh, the market for 
these films will be almost entirely 
British, including, of course, the mar¬ 
kets of the dominions. The local pro¬ 
ductions will be produced on an inde¬ 
pendent basis because Mr. Walsh point 
ed out, the exhibitors in Great Britain 
are purchasing independent produc¬ 
tions £s much as, if not more, than 
those syndicated. It is understood 
that Neil Hart, considered one of the 
most outstanding stars of western 
films, will play the leading roles in a 
number oS these pictures. Western¬ 
ers have been chosen because for con¬ 
tinuous demand and box office returns 
they are the most reliable. 

L0STATSEA 

Hope for the rescue of the French | 
aviators, Captain Nungesser and Coli, 
appears to hang by the tenuous thread 
that they have been picked up at sea 
by Newfoundland fishermen or by 
some small coasting vessel off Ireland. 

Overdue on their airplane flight 
from Paris the fate of the French 
war aces has become a mystery of the 
sea. Wireless stations from New 
York to Labrador sputtered messages 
in all directions asking steamships in 
their course to hunt for the aviators. 
But none reported sighting the “White 
Bird” which hopped off so bravely 
from Le Bourget Field with the “Skull 
j and Cross Bones’’ marked on the 
j white fuselage as if to defy the ele¬ 
ments. 

The Canadian, British, French and 
United States governments, institut¬ 
ing searches for the missing men ap¬ 
peared balked in their early efforts to 
locate the plane. The White Bird has 
not been sighted since she was seen 
flying porthwest of Carrag Island, 
Kerry and Kilrush County Clare, Ire- 
i land, at 11 o’clock Sunday morning, so 
that the aviators may ha-vebeen for¬ 
ced down anywhere along the remain¬ 
ing 3200 miles of the water course. 
Under orders of the -Canadian govern- 
I ment, wireless stations, patrol boats, 
and lighthouse keepers all along the 
shores of the maritime provinces are 
trying to find the airmen and to ren¬ 
der them aid. The Canadian marine 
department announced Tuesday af¬ 
ternoon that it was without advices 
on the French fliers from any source. 

BEATS WEED PEST 

The problem of the scientific elim¬ 
ination of certain weed pests, which 
has baffled researchers in America 
and Europe for 50 years, it is claimed 
has been solved by a young Canadian 
scientist, Leonard Huskins of Calgary 
Alberta, a graduate of the University 
of Alberta. At the Royal Society 
he showed the results of two years 
experiments at King’s College, Lon¬ 
don, and the horticultural college at 
Merton, to which he has recently been 
appointed. Professor Huskins’ dis¬ 
covery, which is of great value to far 
. mers, and it is expected to bring 
about an appreciable impros-ement in 
1 cereal crops, consists of tracing the

AIRSHIPS TO THE RESCUE 

With the successful transporting of 
16,000 pounds of material and 12 men 
to Fort Churchill on Hudson Bay 
across 160 miles of trackless winter 
wilderness the value of aeroplanes in 
Canada’s northern development has 
again been strikingly demonstrated. 
Last March Frederick Pajmer, the 
British engineer who was secured by 
the government to pass upon the rela¬ 
tive merits of Nelson and Churchill as 
the most suitable terminal port for 
the Hudson Bay railway, asked that 
borings be taken of Churchill harbor. 
He would require the information up¬ 
on his arrival in July to inspect the 
ports. That meant that men and ma¬ 
chinery must be sent to Churchill 
without delay. The straits and bay - 
were impassable; snow-covered mus¬ 
keg made the overland route seem al¬ 
most as impassable. Three possible 
methods of land transportation were 
considered by the department of rail¬ 
ways and canals—dogs, horses and 
tractors. The first would require 
about 70 dogs and many expert driv¬ 
ers, and would take a long time to as¬ 
semble; the second would mean the 
sacrifice of a dozen teams of horses, 
as there would be no fodder for them 
at the port, and both were abandoned 
for the caterpillar, although with 
mitny misgivings. Two machines had 
already been bought when aeroplane 
came to the rescue. On March 21 two 
machines flew from Hudson, on the 
Canadian National, to Norway House 
on Lake Winnipeg, thence to Cache 
Lake at Mile 321, the nearest landing 
surface to Limestone River, Mile 350, 
which is 74 miles from Nelson and as 
far as steel is laid. From March 23 
to April 17 they made 27 return trips 
to Churchill, transferring material 
and men with scarcely a mishap. It 
is thought that their work will be ac¬ 
complished before the engineer’s ar¬ 
rival. A' remarkable achievement.— 
Calgary Albertan. 

SON OF JOHN A. 

Kingston, Toronto and other places 
have sent invitations to Sir Hugh 
John Macdonald, son of the old Con¬ 
servative chieftain, and the popular 
Magistrate, of Winnipeg, to join in 
thair celebration of the diamond jub¬ 
ilee of Confederation. Orillia was the 
first to take this step, inviting him to 
attend the proposed jubilee banquet. 
The committee learned with regret, 
however, that it is unlikely that Sir 
Hugh John will be able to come east 
for the jubilee celebrations. He is 
suffering from bad circulation in ope 
of his feet, and is facing the probabil¬ 
ity of having it amputated. Cana¬ 
dians generally will regret to learn of 
Sir Hugh John’s misfortune, which is 
especially tragic at this juncture, 
when his fellow countrymen would 
have delighted to do him honour, both 
for his own sake (for he is a most 
lovable man) and for the sake of his 
distinguished father who did so much 
to- bring about confederation.—Orillia 
Packet. 

LECTURE HALL FOR EMPLOYEES 

The convention hall recently com¬ 
pleted by General Motors of Canada, 
Limited, for the use of its Oshawa 
employees, is the center of almost 
nightly activities, ranging from pure¬ 
ly social affairs to serious educational 
and artistic endeavors. At a cost of 
about $10,000, the structure, former¬ 
ly used for a lunch room, was altered 
and refinished so that it now serves 
equally well as^ theatre, motion pic¬ 
ture house, dance floor or lecture hall. 
The exterior is attractively finished in 
brown stain with white trim. No 
charge is made for the use of the 
burWing." Its purpose is to provide an 
accessible focal point and the inspir¬ 
ation of group spirit for all activities 
which knit together more closely the 
factory personnel. Several organiza¬ 
tions gather regularly each week at 
the convention hall. One night is set 
aside for practice by the factory sym¬ 
phony orchestra of 30 pieces. Anoth¬ 
er is reserved for the General Motors 
mixed chorus of 75 voices. A weekly 
dance is given by the ladies’ auxiliary 
of the General Motors football team. 
One of the most serious groups using 
the hall includes 100 factory men who 
are taking courses with various cor¬ 
respondence schools. They meet each 
Monday to discuss their mutual prob¬ 
lems and topics of general interest. 
Many of these men are also taking 
public speaking course conducted at 
Oshawa once a week by Prof. W. J. 
Hoskins of the University of Toronto. 
Incidentally, 30 of the 45 students in 
the course are factory employes, the 
remainder belonging to the office 
staff.

Alberta Whqat Pool local elevators 
have handled a total of over five anil 
a quarter million bushels of wheat 
from the 1926 crop. 

Parents should teach their children 
not to play on the pavements.

The pool has forty-two local eleva¬ 
tors in operation at the present time. 
One hundred additional elevators will 
be built or acquired during the spring 
and summer. 

The Simcoe Reformer says that for 
a man to make money at hard work 
depends on whether he turns up his 
sleeves or his nose at it. 

St. Thomas Times-Journal suggests 
a string of bonfires throughout the 
country to celebrate Canada’s Dia¬ 
mond Jubilee on July 1st. 

There’s nothing on earth that gives 
you more trouble and less value for 
^your trouble, than a personal grudge. 
If you have one, don’t feed it; starve 
it. 

The average handling of the Pool 
elevators to date is 124,789 bushels 
per elevator. Some of the elevators 
were not opened until late in the fall 
of 1926. On the whole the record of 
the Pool group of “houses” has eeen 
satisfactory. 

At a cost expected to run to the 
neighborhood of $120,000 ultimately, 
sod has just been broken for the erec¬ 
tion of four large greenhouses in 
Lethbridge by the Terrill Floral Co. 
The company intends adding green¬ 
houses from time to time as business 
warrants. 

Arrangements are being .made by 
the Provincial Government for the 
selection by the Hon. H. Greenshields 
of 75 British boys for training in the 
Government agricultural schools. The 
results of previons Governmentaf ef¬ 
forts along these lines have been 
highly satisfactory-^151 boys have so 
far been handled under this system. 

The consumption of Canadian lam?; 
is increasing steadily as a result of 
the better care farmers are taking in 
producing this article, according to 
Col. Robert McEwen, Prqsilent of the 
Canadian Co-operative Wool Growers. 
He contended'that the popularity of 
‘.‘spring lamb” could only be lessened 
by the careless use made of the term 
by restaurants. 

“The spirit of optimism which char¬ 
acterizes the west, is in the ascend¬ 
ant, and personally 1 have found the 
people of the prairies and at the coast 
very cheerful and hopeful,” said 
Grant Hall, vice-president of the Can¬ 
adian Pacific Railway, on his inspec¬ 
tion tour of Western Canada. “The 
type of settlers coming into Western 
Canada is splendid, men and women 
ready to do their bit in the building- 
up of the country.” 

A bulletin issued by the poultry, de¬ 
partment, of an experimental farm, 
advises the changing of breeding 
grounds for chicks. “It has long been 
known,” the bulletin says, “that chicks 
placed on new land, that is, land over 
which poultry had not previously been 
running, would out-grow those raispsl 
on previously used land.” - 

The most convincing evidence as to 
the value of reforestation comes from 
Heiterburg, Germany, where the mun-j 
icipal authorities have just announced 
that all property and business taxes 
collected for the past three years are 
to be remitted as the municipality 
owns’forests, the products from which 
are sufficient to cover these levies. 

The business men of Okotoks have 
organized into a joint stock company 
under the name of the Okotoks Arena 
Ltd., and will build a rink 205x80 in 
size making it one of the best ice sur¬ 
faces in this part of the province. The 
total cost will be about $8000 and a 
sale of stock will be commenced to 
finance the project. 

Sir Frederick Stupart, director of 
the Toronto bureau of the Dominion, 
meteorological offices, expressed the! 
definite opinion that if an excess of j 
water had not been taken from the [ 
Great Lakes system through the Chi¬ 
cago drainage canal, the raging Mis¬ 
sissippi floods that have taken such a 
toll of life and property would have 
been very much less severe. 

“It used to take two sheep to clothe 
one woman,” says a humorous Brit¬ 
ish observer.

Nelson being manager of that eleva¬ 
tor, which ranked third. Killam is 
fourth with—214,301 bushels,, G. A. j 
Murray, manager. Hussar, with 209,-j 
836 bushels handled, is fifth, R. C. j 
Armstrong being the manager. Other 
Pool elevators with good handlings' 
are; High River 187,537 bushels;! 
W’oodhouse 176,025; Daysland 175,493 
Dalmead 166,262, Ensign 164,496;! 
Castor 150,053.

All 
this wheat was not loaded within 24 
hours, the greater part consisting of 
winter storage cargoes, but the facili¬ 
ties at Fort William-Port Arthur are 
such that a big proprotion of this 
quantity can be loaded in one day and 
very much more than can be loaded in 
any other port in any other country.
